--You can save calor- 
ies as well as cash by 
relying less on conven~ 
ience mixes; they usually 
have more fat, starch and 
Sugar than you'd use to 
make anything fresh or 
from scratch, Your fam- 
ily will benefic from bet- 
ter nutrition, too, 

--Don’t follow recipes 
blindly. Ask yourself if 
the end result needs as 
much sugar, butter or 
fat as the recipe calls 
for. Experiment --the 
results are worth a few 
failures, 

--Go after extra fat 
and sugar; they’re your 
enemies. Remove every 
glob of grease from your 
casseroles, If you have 
a definite weight prob- 
lem and an advanced 
sweet tooth, sugar sub- 
stitutes can help you cut 
calories dramatically.

Too bad most cheese- 
cakes are also packed 
with sugar and butterfat 
calories, 

But. . .cut down on 
the sugar and butterfat 


and you've got it made 
“-a Cheesecake that even 
a dieter can dig into, 
at Only 91 calories a slice 
instead of 200 or 300 
you’d normally encoun~ 
ter, 


What you have to do is 
play the ‘substitution 
game”’--low-fat or skim- 
milk cottage cheese in- 
stead of the heavy cream 
or sour cream you might 
normally otherwise use, 


And you can replace 
part of the sugar with 
a low-calorie sweetener 
--just enough of a switch 
to cut calories dramat- 
ically without affecting 
texture or taste, You 
might not like a complete- 
ly sugarless cheesecake, 
but one that blends real 
sugar and substitute won’t 
tip off the difference, 


Use any type of sac- 
charin-base sweetner you 
have on hand: tablets (dis-
